A Few Campaign Remnants 


A 


Great national political campaign Is about to close—and most people are 
glad of it. This Is true not because people are Inherently opposed to 


politics but because there is a general feling in all parties that the present «am- 
paiga has not been conducted on as high a plane as it might have been. 


There Is no question that a political campaign arouses widespread Inter- 


est among voters—and that term now takes in all adult citizens of both sexes 
In the country- This being true, then it is in the scope of a political campaign 
to be a great national educator. 
But in this particular Instance the great ma- 


jority of citizens do not believe that the real Issues, those questions which men 
and women discuss among themselves informally and with the most Intense 
interest have been permitted to occupy the forefront of the political stage this 
year. 


There is no question but that most people, for instance, believe that the 


.League of Nations has been overplayed 
Indeed, there are many who believe 


that if the president, on the one liand, had exercised more tact and diplomacy 
and good, political horse sense and less of his bull dog obstinacy, and on the 
Other that If a small group of Republican senators had been animated more by- 
real American patriotism and less insane jealousy of Woudrow Wilson for twice 
winning the presidency the whole matter might have ber'n dispo.-ied of at least 
a year ago to the satisfaction of our own people and those of Europe who are 
awaiting our decision. 


As it stands now there Is bound to be some international agreement, some 


league or association of great powers to prevent a recurrence every generation 
or two of just such catastrophes as the one which has set the world back at 
least fifty years. And today, as the campaign closes every Republican knows 
that this Is bound to be. 
In fact, every Republican leader, with thu exception 


of Senators Johnson, Borah and possibly Harding definitely concur in this 
riew. 
And Cos, for the Democrats says he Is willing to accept any reasonable 


reservation, Lodge or otherwise, which will put the League across. 


So the whole Issue narrows down as to which party is to .get credit, finally, 


for putting the finishing touches on the Job. Good business men would have 
had it over with long ago and as soon as the votes are counted next Tuesday 
or Wednesday and we all cease being partisans and resume our relations as 
good Americans it will be the universal verdict that the matter could and 
should have been long ago disposed of by the president und the senate without 
'.Injecting it into a national campaign when the time of the electorate could have 
been used far more profitably in the discussion of a number of important do- 
mestic issues. 


Just what these other issues are. and how they rank in Importance Ja a 


matter of opinion. Our own is that" the varied and far-reaching problems of 
federal and state taxation are the most important and the most Immediately 
urgent. Even before the world war we believe that In its deeper pha&es the 
question of taxation was by all odds the most vital Issue with which our peo- 
ple had to deal. The war, with its enormous expenditures, greatly enhanced 
the urgency of this question. 


Yet both .presidential candidates and practically all the other orators have 


completely dodged this issue or dealt with It in only the most general and 
evasive terms or dismissed it with meaningless platitudes. And when we 
•peak of the question of taxation we comprise In the term more than the mere 
extraction from the people of the several taxing Jurisdictions enough money 
to run the governments of these jurisdictions for the ensuing year. 


For back of all Its economic phases the question of taxation IS A MORAL 


ISSUE and our political guides and leaders for the most part have scrupulously 
avoided a discussion of taxation along those lines which some day mus>t en- 
gage both our leaders and ourselves. 
Oarfleld said that "No question is ever 


/tettled until it is settled RIGHT." 
And the fact that tho tax question has 


never been settled right In this country is not a matter ot so much concern 
as that other ominous Tact, that those who set themselves up for leadership 
are morally too cowardly to approach the fundamentals of taxation honestly 
and intelligently. 


But some day, If we accept Garfleld's dictum, we -will get down to brass 


tacks on the taxation issue just as we finally got down to business on the 
fundamentals of the liquor issue and that of justice for our women citizens 
and the right of the people, in most of the states, to review at the polls the 
legislaive enactments of general assemblies. 


Both major party platforms and their candidates also refused to take any 


stand for or against the Volstead Act which limits the alcoholic contents of 
beverage* 
Both advanced the alibi that this question was solely a matter 


(or congress to decide. But an alibi ot that kind blinds no one. All or piv<'- 
tically all of the men who will be elected to the next congress are members 
of one or the other of these parties and in all too many instances congressmen 
•will be elected who, like the heads of the two tickets, will have pussy-footed 
thru on an issue which directly concerns thorn. 


Both platforms declared themselves on all conceivable kinds of propositions 


which are solely within the province of the federal legislature, so the excuse 
given in the case of tho Volstead Act is the merest kind of subterfuge which 
fools no one The plain truth is that neither party had the moral courage to 
come clean on that particular piece of legislation. To have declared against 
it would have been tantamount to either party saying it was in fa\or of 
nullifying the constitution, so that course wouldn't do, while to say It favored 
the Volhtead Act JLS it stands would have alienated a considerable number of 
wet votes 


Pussyfooting of the most glaring Kind was the result, but it fooled neither 


wets nor drjs. It simply served to show once more the serious state of moral 
bankrupt y into which both parties have drifted.

In one or t\vo instances there are weak spots for the same ' 
oifloo on both sides but in the vast majority of instances the discriminating 
voter who Is really desirous of putting the public welfare above mere party I 
lo>alty can easily select a list of officials from the tickets offered who will l 
transact the affairs of the county efficiently and honestly. 


And that suggests one other Idea that has been advanced by hidebound i 


party workers on both sides. 
Thes-e party workers have been holding out to 


voters, and especially to the women, that the best way, all things considered, 
Is to vote a straight ticket, the ticket sugge-sted in every case being of that 
party to which the particular worker belongs. 


That is a wrong Idea. 
It is equivalent to saying that all virtue and hon- 


esty and ability are confined to one party. 
The merest reflection will prove 


this to be untrue. 
Unfit men succeed now and then m securing nominations. 


Thipy may belong to this party or that. 
But all the good and truo never find 


their way to one ticket and all the false to tho other. 
And the bane of par- 


tisanship Is seen Just at this point. 
Candidates who are almost universally 


condemned by their own party before the primary are almost as universally 
a'ccepted after they are nominated. 


And until voters in all parties remember that a mere nomirealton does not 


remove unfltness we can never have the kind of government we all profess so 
'ardently to long for, but Tor which so few of us are willing to sacrifice party 
loyalty on election day. 
A ticket scratched with Intelligence is an Indication 


of tho highest patriotism and a token of that better day •when we shall have the 
SAmo efficiency in the management of public affairs that we have attained ia 
our industrial and commercial life.
